EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1 .31 2.

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 35, 49, 51 and 65 have been canceled. 

In claim 34, line 21 , delete the phrase "communicable area to be within a 
predetermined range;" has been replaced with — communicable area to be within a 
predetermined range; wherein when said wireless communication terminals use a respective 
channel, the predetermined range is smaller than a difference between (a) a leakage ratio 
which is a ratio of a level of a wireless signal using the respective channel with respect to a 
level of a frequency component leaking to another channel different from the respective 
channel, and (b) a signal to noise ratio which is a ratio of a level of a leakage signal from a 
wireless communication terminal using another channel different from the respective channel 
with respect to the level of the wireless signal using the respective channel; —

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 34, 36-48, 50, 52-64 are allow. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 34 and 50, the prior art fails to teach said wireless communication 
terminals use a respective channel, the predetermined range is smaller than a difference 
between (a) a leakage ratio which is a ratio of a level of a wireless signal using the respective 
channel with respect to a level of a frequency component leaking to another channel different 
from the respective channel, and (b) a signal to noise ratio which is a ratio of a level of a 
leakage signal from a wireless communication terminal using another channel different from 
the respective channel with respect to the level of the wireless signal using the respective 
channel, as cited in the claims.
